“Shipping operations in Shanghai have been 
badly crippled. Several detachments of Chinese 
soldiers have seized 40 Chinese cargo lighters en- 
gaged in transporting freight from foreign vessels 
moored in the Whangpoo River to shoreside 
in Shanghai. The majority of the comandeered 
lighters, with their crews, were towed farther up 
the river into Chinese tegritory by. military 
launches, while others were conveyed up Soo- 
chow Creek to interior points. No explanations 
were tendered, excepting that the craft were re- 
quired for transporting troops and munitions. 


The present raid is the third 
and biggest of a series during 
the last fortnight. 

As a result there is great de- 
luy in unloading cargoes, and 
this is causing considerable losses 
to shipping companies. Freight- 
ers have been notified to exclude 
Shanghai as a port of call and to 
discharge Shanghai cargo else-

HOW. FAR EAST ‘ENTERS 
VICIOUS CIRCLE. - 


- Mr. Harold Bellman, managing 
director of the Abbey Road Byild- 
ing Society, speaking last month, at 
a luncheon of the Hendon Rotary 
Club, said it appeared that. the 
value of international trade had 
fallen by at least 40 per cent. since 
1929. The economic life of the 
world lay prostrate like a man stun- 
ned. ‘During the past two years,” 
he added, ‘“wholesale prices in the 
greater part of the world have fall- 
en by something like 30 per cent., 


and this far exceeds in magnitude, 


the fall in prices that has taken 
place in any period of depression 
in the last 100 years, 

“Our civilisation. is essentially a 
money civilisation, the whole of its 
vast material relations being gov- 
erned by money and prices, and .so 
great a collapse in prices in so 
short a period has shaken that civi- 
lisation to its very foundations. 
The fall in prices is the result of 
the maldistribution of the world’s 
monetary gold, two countries— 
America and France—possessing 
some ‘three-quarters of the total 
available supply. 

“This maldistribution of gold is 
the product of the nightmare policy 
of War debts and reparations which 
the world (or rather some parts of 
it) has pursued since 1918, com- 
bined with its equally nightmare 
policy of economic nationalism. -In 
this connection two simple sets of 
figures are significant. 

"In the years 1922-81 the net 
receipts in respect of War debts

Monsieur Georges-Marie Haardt, 
Commander of the Order of the 
Legion d’Honneur, leader of the 
French Scientific and Artistic: Ex- 
pedition across Asia, passed away 
quietly this morning at 3.40 o'clock.

Resolved under section 39 of 
the Liquors Ordinance, 1931, that 
the resolution of. October 22, 
1931, assessing the duty to be 
paid on spirituous Hquors other 
than intoxicating liquors be 
rescinded and that duty be 
assessed and paid on such 
spirituous liquors in accordance 
with the following table:— 
The table of revised duties (per 

gotlon) is as under:— 

On perfumed spirits and toilet 
preparations other than spirituous 
liquors classified by the Superin- 
tendent as medicated spirits, $10. 

On medicated spirits classified by 
the Superintendent as such:-— 

(a) containing more than 10 per 
cent, by weight of pure alcohol 
but lesa than 21 per cent., $2.50. 
containing 21 per cent. by 
woight of pure alcohol but less 
than 38 per cent. $5. 
containing 38 per cent. by 
welght of pure alcohol but less 
than 63 per cent., $7.50.

“AN EVIL INTENTION.” 


[To the Editor of “China Mafl.”] | 

Sir,—In the article “An Evil In- 
tention” in the issue of Overland 
China Mail dated March 10, the 
writer says, in effect: “The sub- 
marine is not an efficient weapon 
against surface warcraft, while 
anti-submarine measures have 
reached a’ very high state of effi- 
clency.” : : 

If anti-submarine measures, of 


which “detection” is the most im- 


portant part, are so highly effi- 
locate a sunken submarine, even 
where the area. of sinking is 
known, The sunken submarine, 
being ‘powerless, cannot dodge. 
The “abolition of submarines” 
crops up every time a submarine 
disaster occurs, and various 
“facts” and “reasona” are quoted, 
but outside of the danger to “non- 
combatants” I have yet to find one 
that could not bé torn to pieces 
by an experienced submarine man. 
It would: take up too much space, 
and perhaps be too technical, fully 
to defend the submarine: against 
its belittlers.

THE GERMAN NAVY | 


OF THE GREAT WAR PERIOD. 
When the Kaiser’s “Coolies” Turned 


Against Their Master, 


An incident that shook Germany's 
faith in herself and so helped to end 
the War was the mutiny of the 
sailors at Wilhelmahaven and other 
great. naval bases. If the treat- 
ment of the German bluejackets, a8 
described in “The Kaiser's Coolies,” 
by Theodor Plivier (Faber and 


‘| Faber, 78, 6d.), is true, one can only 


wonder that the mutiny: was so long 
delayed. 

But ‘there were murmurings early 
in the War. The men are here 
talking about their dead comrades 
who perished in the ‘“demonstra- 
tion” against the English const 
when the Blucher was sunk:— 

“Sheep to the’ slaughter.” 

“And what for? A parade.” 

“A demonstration, and useless at 
that.” 

“If only one of those damned Bri- 
tish aeroplanes would come and drop 
i bomb on the flect flagship. Right 
aon the C.-in-C,’s cabin.” © 

“We needn’t sit here and grumble, 


‘needn't wait fora British airman. 
‘If I had my 


way, not a shovel 
should move next time a couple of 
ships are to go out by themselves, 
Either all go—or none.” 

Their ships are rotten, they say, 
the engines too slow, the guns 
haven’t a long enough range, the 
They hate 


the service from merchant ships. 
The Kaiser's Visit. 

‘Even when the Kaiser pays a visit 
of inspection there is the same bit- 
ter note. "While his Majesty. is 
still far off, lying in the sleeping 
car of his special train as it dashea 
across the country, the crews are 
fallen in on. board the ships. and in 
the dockyard -,at Wilhelmshaven. 
They stand in long lines, their 
dressing perfect" :— 

A bid must be made for the ap- 
proval of the Supreme War Lord, 
for orders and decorations. And 
a well-disciplined ‘and  faultlessly- 
drilled personnel is just as im- 
portant—perhaps even means more 
than a victory af sea, : 

One hour has passed. 

Two hours have passed, 

Divisional officers, commanders, 
captains, admirals in command of 
battle squadrons, have made their 
preliminary inspection. The finish- 
ing touch, so to speak, has been 
given. The men, standing with 
their hands and faces blue with cold, 
are only allowed to move thelr knees. 
Man is fine material! No monkey 
or circus horse could do this! 

“Not Much To Look At.” 

‘Finally the Kaiser arrives,, and 
the men are allowed to wave their 
caps three timea, The tension is 
broken and the “coolies” have a 


chance to express their feolings:— 
‘Well, he’s not much to look at.” 


i “The old bloke with the beard feet 


(tong is Admiral Tirpitz,” ... Most 
of the crew is fallen in, opposite the

. The Roumanian Government has 
comparatively recently issued a 
speelal vet of four postage Stamps 
to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary 
of the foundation of the national 
Navy. This is the first occasion 
on which commemorative postage 
stamps have been produced in 
honour of any Navy, but the collec- 
tor’s album contains - specimens 
illustrating almost every type of 
modern warship except the aub- 
marine, writes Ubique in the Navy. 

‘In 1898' the United States issued 
a set of fiscal stamps with a design 
showing a battleship of the Indiana 
class. A Dreadnought type battle- 
ship of the early ‘war years is de- 
on Austra’s = 20-heller 
Charity stamp of 1915, and six years 
later Japan produced a special 


stamp showing the battle-cruisers/ 


Katorl and Kashima, which took 
the Crown Prince on his European 
tour. The armoured cruiser is re- 
presented in the stamp album by the 
Greek Averoff, which appears on the 
1927 set. ‘ 

The Uruguayan cruiser Monte- 
video (2,300 tons), built at Elswick 
in 1888 as the Italian Dogali, is the 
oldest steam-driven warship to ap- 
pear on 4 postage stamp and is also 
unique in having been twice select- 
ed for this honour, ‘since she is 
shown on the 1908 Independence set 
and again on the 1909 stamps issued 
to commemorate the opening of the 
port of Montevideo. 

The Columbian cruiser Almirante 
Lezo (1,200 tons), which appears 
on the 1903 stumps of that country, 
has also had an unusual career, as 
she was originally built for Morocco 
in 1892 as the El Baschir, and was 
bought by Columbia in “1902 and 
rechristened Cartagena. A more 
modern protected cruiser — the 
Hamidie—is shown on the Turkish 
2-piastre stamp of 1918. 

The only destroyer which appears 


on the new Roumanian 20-lei 
stamps, while the 10-Jei value of 
this set has for its deaign a small 
monitor, 

Probably the most insignificant 
warship to decorate a postage stamp 
wis the gunboat Lark, which is re- 
presented on the 8-cents Liberian 
stamps of 1909, 

To complete the philatelist’s col- 
lection to illustrate warship types 
shonld be included one of the 
Turkish Navy League stamps show- 
ing a torpedo-boat at sea. These 
labels were over-printed. after the 
war and were officially issued by the 
Angora Government for postal. pur-

KREISLER AT THE QUEEN'S 
HALL, 


Virtuoso’s Human Side. 


A CONCERT SERIES’ FUTURE. 
.In a short speach from the con- 
ductor’s rostrum at Queen’s Hall, 
London, Sir Thomas Beecham 
referred to ‘the continuance 
of the series of orchestral con- 
certs arranged by the late Mr. 
Lionel Powell. 

“If a man 
country,”. said Mr. Thomas,

audience and to the musical public 
to support the remaining concerts 
of the present season, which were 
being carried on by the L.S.O. in 
very difficult circumstances, al- 
though he himself would not be con- 
ducting.

It was a large audience that lis- 
tened to Sir Thomas and to 
the fine programme’ he directed—~— 
two Haydn symphonies (Nos. 3 
and 5 of the Salomon set), the D 
minor Violin Concerto of-Bach, and 
the Intermezzo from “A Village 
Romeo and Juliet” of Delius. . In 
the Concerto the soloist was Fritz 
Kreisler—not in his beat form. For 
once In a’ way the great fiddler re- 
vealed himself as something lesa 
than the impeccable Olympian; 
liable to human errors of intona- 
tion and roughness of tone. Ina 
conspicuous passage of... “double- 
stopping” in the opening Allegro, 
for example, he was not quite the 
Kreisler we know, and although he 
gave us the majestic beauty of the 
Adagio unsullied—and how super- 
bly this waa accompanied !—the 
finala Allegro was again just not 
what it ought to have been at his 
hands, 

An Enthusiastic duane 

Nevertheless, it was a Kreisler 
evening, and the audience applaud- 
ed loud and long, bringing the solo- 
tat back to the platform many times 
until at last he was persuaded to 
play again. This he did, solo, 
selecting two movements from the 
second Partita in D minor. In this 
the great artist was himself again, 
and we wera well content. 

Haydn, like Mozart, is always a 
joy when,Beecham holds the baton. 
Playing Mke that of the Largo in 
No. 6 is heard only when players 
and conductor are in tune with 
themselves, and this, the Delius 
Intermezzo, which came after the 
interval, showed us what is meant 
by that simple but rare pheno- 
menon, unanimity.

CASES. 


Chinese Girls’ School 
Fined, 


A DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 


Reference to “the local Chinese 
celebrations of rumoured victorles 
was again made by Mr. P. P. J. 
Wodehouse, C.1LE., D.S.P., in the 
Central Police Court this morning, 
when he appeared before Mr. 
Wynne-Jones to prosecute in three 
summonses taken out against the oc- 
cupiers of the ground, firat and top 
floors of 71 Wyndham Street for 
firing crackers without permits 
from the S.C.A, °° * 


The ground and first floors 
are occupied by the Tin «Nam 
Yat .Po, a Chinese daily, 
whilst ‘a Chinese girle’ school 
is housed on the top floor. 
Only the last named attended Court, 
being represented by the mistress in 
charge -of the institution. 

Prosecuting, Mr. Wodehouse said]? 
that it happened on March 4 last, 
on the: second occasion of cele- 
brating an imaginary victory. On 
the first occasion, on or aebout 
February 20, there was cracker 
firing, but the Police took no action, 
rightly or wrongly, considering that 
the Chinese should be allowed to 
“blow off steam.” On the second 
occasion the crackering ‘was not sa 
general, and was, more or less, 
spasmodic. The place in question, 
was at the corner of Wyndham 
Street and Arbuthnot Road, where 
there was a lot of motor and 
pedestrian traffic, 

Mr. Wodehouse , explained, that 
for the convenience of his Worship, 
he had summoned ‘them for frig 
crackers without a permit’ from the 
S.C.A., but they were actually firing 
to the danger of the public. He 
kept them under observation for 
twenty minutes, during which .time, 
the street was just one blaze of 
crackers, which were also belng 
thrown from the top floor,’ but the 
chief offendera were the printers on 
the first and ground floors. Four 
motor cars had to pass through this 
rain of crackers, and it was very 
dangerous, 

His Worship pointed out to the
